one pound of arsenate of lead, and 40 
gallons of water. 


This mixture should be applied at a 


pressure of 250 pounds and for trees 
badly" Infected with plant lice one-half 
nicotine sulphate added to 50 gallons 
of the nitrate may be used. The nico- 
tine sulphate may be purchased at 
any drug store. 


The third spray is necessary to pro- 


tect the fruit 
against the 
codling 


moth, and late scab infections. Thor- 
ough spraying 
is Just as necessary 


now as in the previous sprays, the en- 
tire surfaces of the leaves and fruit 
should be covered. 


The object 
of the spraying is to 


poison on the 
food of the younger 


larve so that he will die before he es- 
capes to the Inside of the fruit. All 
parts of the foliage should be covered 
so that it will be impossible for the 
young worms 
to eat -without being 


poisoned.

Modernism is a term employed to cov- 


•er a.multitude of literary sins. It is one" 
of those "words that slip so freely from 
!the tongues of glib speakers—the pens 


• of easy writers.

'tilar. 


It alludes to naturalism, but natural-

•while naturalism makes character a 
slight figure in the alley landscape, no 
more important than the garbage cans 
and vermin.

ogy, having no connection--with his meth- 
ods and policies. 


A slip-shod term. One may reason- 


ably object to the critics' careless hand- 
ling of it, A word "which confuses, and 
does not define. 
A protest is justified 


•when one finds the critic disposing of ex- 
cellent verse such as that of John V. A, 
iWeaver and Carl Sandburg (to take two 
unrelated examples) with the term *'mo- 


» dernistic" and in the next paragraph, as- 


signing such tortuous rhythms as those 
of E. E. Cummings to the same class. 


Deportation has punished lesser offens- 


es than the blunder of the critic who 
treats a fine realistic novel and the pre- 
verse presentation of the sexual experi- 
ences of sewer maggots under the com- 
mon heading of modernism. 


Now the war club is raised not only 


against those critics who indiscriminate- 
ly herd the scrubs and pusebreds among 
•writers into one stalL It is belligerently 
directed at the skulls of those who fail to 
distinguish the one characteristic which 
is common to most contributors to pres- 
ent day reading matter. And that char- 
acteristic is not a positive attribute, it is 
a lacking. It might almost be written 
that the common characteristic is a lack 
of common sense. 


Actually, it is the lack of a humorous 


sense. Our writers need that merry cour- 
age to laugh at their own reflections in 
the mirror. The man who burns incense 
to his own image and likeness is not con- 
sidered much of an entertainer by his 
neighbors. 


Our literary platform calls for writers 


who do not take themselves too seriously. 
~\Ye want to hear some present day off- 
spring of the lusty laugh of Shakespeare, 
the tremendous chuckle of Johnson, the 
•uproarious mirth of Dickens. 


We want an apostle of fun.

It would require .wonderful patience 


for the people of this country to wait 
two weeks in uncertainty to receive the 
official figures of a presidential election.

for seven years as textile expert on 
the Iowa State college faculty. 


Now she is busy equipping and 


organizing a 
government 
textile 


laboratory. 


Next fall she will 
start 
giving 


women throughout the country the 
benefit of her experiments and ex 
perlencs. 
"It is naturally the policy of gar- 


ment ma"kers to change the styles 
as often as possible, in order that 
women will keep 
on buying 
new 


clothes," she said. 


""We, cannot attempt 
to 
change 


this condition. 
It is feminine in- 


stinct to keep up with the styles. 


SHOULD KNOW COLORS 
"At the same time, women should 


bo instructed in some of the basic 
principles of fashion, which are sim- 
ply the basic principles of art. 


"They should know which colors 


and designs are fundamentally sound, 
and which are merely freaks. 


"Knowing this they 
can 
avoid 


throwing away their money on gar- 
ments which in a few months, or 
even weeks will look like oddities. 


"In 'the matter lof 
teUing 
the 


quality of materials, no textile re. 
search has ever been carried on fcr 
the benefit of the housewife. It has 
all been dono by clothing manufac 
turers and largo clothing buyers. 


"Our research 
will be to

simple methods by

ity of tho fabrics they want to buy. 


"The quality of any material de- 


pends upon its fiber, and the quality

linen, or some other fabric such as 
cotton. 
LINEN'S DIFFER 
"But after 
determining that 
it 


% really is linen, you want to know 


what kind of linen It may be 'tow' 
linen—made 
of 
short 
threads, 


combed out of longer strands—or it 
may be 'line yarn,' made of long 
threads. 
Both tow linen and lino yarn are 


real linen, but there is a great dif- 
ference In their quality. 
"Then there is the matter of 'siz- 


ing'—a, starchy substance put on all 
washable materials and some silks 
to give them a. certain 
'feel' 
and 


finish. 
The housewife should know 


how much of the fabric is 'sizing' 
and bow much is real: what 
the 


goods will be like after tho 'sizing' 
is washed out; how the sometimes 
deceptively 
'sized'

wear.

At Daily Jobs

"It is a mistake to think that tho 


gay silk kimonos of the Japanese 
glils cover hearts that are devoted 
only to flower gardens, cherry bloss- 
oms and fans." says Kato San. gen- 
eral secretary of the Tokio T. M. C. 
A. 


And Horl San, who has been study- 


Ing in this country for a year, cor- 
roborates her statements. 


Both 
these 
representatives from 


across tho sea are helping In a na- 
tionwide 
campaign to replace the 


association's buildings that were dem- 
olished In the earthquake last Sep- 
tember. 


"Young girls in Japan are just as 


anxious to bo independent today as 
their American sisters," Kato San 
continues, "and Tokyo Is filled with 
ploveers who have left their homes 
in the coxmtry districts and have gone 
to live in tho city—lured as your girls 
are here by the prospect of tho pay 
envelope. ,. 


"Those who enter silk factories, 


as a rule, are housed in dormitories 
on the factory 
grounds nnd here 


, they spend practically all their time 
I with the exception of three days' 
rest, a month. . 
"E\en during the famous cherry 


blossom season and In the fall days 
when chrysanthemums fill tho little 
Island with their brilliant freshness, 
those factory girls of Japan must put 
In from 12 to 14 hours of work daily, 
for these are tho rush seasons in 
tho silk Industry." 
• Kato San has obtained permission 
from'many of tho factory owners 
to introduce recreation workers, train- 
od in America, who bring relief for 
tired muscles and bodies cramped 
from manual labor. 
"It Is not so bad to be away from 


home when It means that you can 
laugh and romp around with other 
girls occasionally," sho went on. "be-
